David faith, Lord; who ſhall abide in thy Tabernacle? And who 
{hall dwelt in thy holy 11:4? Puvid anſwers his Queſtions, and 
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faith, He that walketh Uprightly, and worketh Righteouſneſs, and 
[peaketh the Truth in his Heart: he that backbiteth not with hig Tongue, 
nor doth evil to his Neighbour, nor taketh up a reproach againſt his 
Neighbour, in whoſe eyes 4 vile Perſon i condemned, but he Honout'- 
eth them that fear the Lorg, &c. He that taketh not « reward againſt 
the Innocent , he that doth theſe things ſhall never be — but 
fhull abide in the Tabernacle of the Lord, and awell in his holy Hill, 
Pſal. 15. But the Ungodly are nat ſo, but are like the Chaff which 
the wind ariverh away ; therefore the Rogadh foul not fiand in Fudg- 
ments, (namely, _ Fadgwent).: and Sinners ſhall not ſtand in 
the Coereemion of the Righteous.

Here the 
woxkers of Iniquity as they cat Bread, they cat up Gods Pcople, 
that is, they devour them , are not theſe Deyourers, Men-caters? 

And again in Pſal. 5 3. 4. the Lord faith, The workers of 1ni- 
quity eat up my People like Bread, But God did give his People Corzs 
from Heaven, and Man did eat Angels Food, Pial. 78. 24, 25. 
And-David ſaid, The Wicked even mine Enemies and my Foes came 
wþ6;3 we to eat up my Fleſh, they ſtumbled and fell, Plal.

And therefore Job ſuith, The fear of the Lord that is Wiſdom, 
ad 10 depart from Ewil is Underſlanding, [O09 28. 28. And So- 
mon ſaith, He that is flow to Wrath, is of a great Underſtanding , but 
he that ts haſly of Spiri, exhai:eth Folly, Prov. 14. 29. - And Under- 
{landing is a well ſpring of Life te him that hath it, Prov, 16,” 22, But 
the Man 1hit wandereth out of the way of Underſtanding, jhall remain 
inthe Congregation of the Dead, Prov. 21. 16.- Evil Men underſtand 
not Tudement, Prov. 28.5. And the range Woman deceiveth the 
ſimple Ones of Yomth who are void of Underſl andingyher houſe is the way 
zo llell, coing down to the Chambers of Death, Prov. 7. Andthere- 
forc it is good te keep and. walk in the Spirit of Underſtanding 
by which you may depart from Evil, and keep out of the Snare 
of the Whore, and che Congregation of the Dead. 

And the Lord ſaid concerning the Jews that had rebelled a- 
gainſt his Spirit, My People are fooliſh, they have not known me, 
they are ſottiſh Children, they have no Underſtanding, they are wiſe to 
d4o Evil, but to do good they have no Knowledge, Jer, 4.22. Is noc 
this the condition of many Chriſtiansas well as the Jews 2 

The Prophet ſaith, Powr out thy Wrath upon the Heathen that 
know thee not, and upon the Familics that call not upon thy Name , © 
for they have eaten up Facob, and devoured him, and conſumed him, 
«nd have made his Habitation deſolate : - Muft rot Gods Fury come 
; upon theſe Men-eaters, that eat Jacob the beloved of.God, and 
devoured him, and make his Habitation dolate, F erm, 10, 
25, And David ſaith, Powr out thy Wrath upo;z the Heather that 
' have not knewn thee, and upon the Kingdomes that havy n8t«alled upou 
thy Name, for they have devoured Facob, and laid wt his awellinge- 
Place, Pſal. 79.6, 7, Gods Fury will be poured upon ſuch that 
deyourcth the-Righrcous, and lay waſt his dwelling-place, 

And you may [ce in Ter, 51, They that are founders of Graven 1- 
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mazes, er Molten Images (arc britiſh by their Knowledge) which 
are the works of errour, and ſhall periſh. And the Lord faith, 4 
draught 1s upon her Waters, namely Brbylon, and they ſhall be dryed 
wp, for it is a Land of Graven Images, and they are ad upon their 
Idols, Jer. 50. 38. Upon ſuch God brings Draughts and Fa- 
mine, who diſobey and torſakethe Living God, and doce upen 
their Idols and Images which they make, And the Zord fruſtratet/; 
the tokens of Liars, and maketh the Diviners Mad, and turneth Wiſc- 
men backward, and maketh their Knowledge Fooliſh, and hath not 
this been ſcen and fulfilled ? - 1ſai, 44. 25. And the Lord faith, 
They eat up the Sins of my People, and they ſet their Hears on their Int- 
quity, ad there ſhall be like Prieſt like People, and I will puniſh thens 
for their ways, and reward them for their Doings, Hoſea 8. 9, And 
the Lord ſaith to Daniel, The Wicked ſhall do wickedly, and none of 
the Wicked ſhall underfland, but the Wiſe ſhall underſtand, Daniel 
I2. 10. The fear of the Lord is the beginning of Wiſdom, and 
the Secrets of the Lord are with them that fear him, and the 
Lord taketh care for them that fear him, as in Exod. 1. 21. 
therefore it is good to live in the fear of the Lord, which ye muſt

He cauſe of Draught, Barrenneſs and Famine, The Lord 
turneth Rivers into a Wilderneſs, and the Water Springs into 
Dry Ground, and twneth a Fruitful Land into Barrenneſs, for the 
Wickedyeſs of them that dwell therein, (Mark) it is for the Wicked- 
neſs of them that dwell therein, P(al. 107. 33, 34+ 
And you may ſee them that diſobeyed the Lord and forfook 
him, -and becauſe of the WER of their doings, the Lord 
2” Es 2 will 
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ill (mite ſuch wich Contumptiors, and Feavors, and Botches, 
and Blaſtings, ard Mill-dews, until they periſh, 7 will faith the 
Lord {mite them with Madniſs and Blindneſs, and aſten ſbment of 
. cart, and the Locuſt ard the Wermes ſhall eonſume and devour their 
Fruits, and the Heavens that are over thy Head ſhall be as Braſs, and 
the Earth that ts under thee ſhall be Iron, and the Lord will make 
che Rain of thy Larfl Powder and Duſt, and will ſmite thee with 
.the Botches of Eeypt, and with the Emrods, Scab and Itch, 
thac thou canſt nor be healcd; and this is the portion of them 
that diſobey the Lord and forlake him, as in Dext. 28. you may 
{ee more at large, and how the Curie followeth the Wicked and 
Diſobedient, in City and Fic]d, and upon themlſelyes and their 
Flocks, and the Fruits of their Land, yea, the Plagues and 
fudgments that he poured upon\Feypr, be poureth upon them 
that diſobey him, and grieve and tebcl againſt his Spirit, 

And the Lord ſent the Prophet Gad unto David, when he 
. Cauled Foab tonumber the People, and ſaid unto him, Shall Se- 
wen Tears of Famine come upen the Land, or wilt thou fly Three Months 
before thime Enemies, whileſt they purſue thee, or that there be Three 
Dayes Peſtilence in thy Land, 2 Sam. 24. And did not this action 
of David bring Death and DeſtruRion of Seventy Thouſand of 
the Jews, through Davids hearkning tothe Tempration of Sa- 
tan, as in the 1 Chres. 21, but David repented, and the Lord 
Naid the hand of the deſtroying Angel, that Jeruſalem was nor 
deſtroyed. 

And did not the Lord call for a Famine, and it came upon 
the Land ſeven Years ? asin2 Kings $. 1. and was not this be- 
cauſe of their Wickedneſs ? 

Andin Fer. 11. 22. Doth not the Lord there puniſh Judah 
for his Idolatry, and ſaid, That his Sons and Daughters ſhould die 
by Famine, Ard in Fer. 14. 12. There the Lord ſaid to the 
Jews that diſobeyed him, When they Faft 1 will not bear them, mr 
accept their Offerings, but ſaid, 1 will conſume them by Famine ana! 
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by Peſtilence, &'c. and likewiſe yo1 may fee in Fer. r5. how vie 
Lord ſaith concer1ing the Rebeilious and Di'ovedicne ; cs, 
anJche Wickeanels of Mazaſſes he threateneth Death, Cavtivi- 
ty and Famine, ©c. againtt them, and 1i:cewiſe you may tee 
in Fer. 18. 21, howthe Lord threatens Famine a:d Judgments 
againſt the Jews for their revolting from the Lord, and mn Fer, 
44+ 13. See how the Lord threateacth the diſobed'cnt by Fa- 
mine and Peſtilence, and the Lord threatencth his Plagues and 
Judgments concerning Babylon, and ſaith, A draught is po t45e 
Waters, ard they ſhall be dryed up, for it is a Land of Graven Images, 
ard they are mad upon their Idols: And therefore let all chat dit- 
obey the Lord, and make Graven Images and Idols, and wor- 
ſhip them, beware of thele [udgments, Fer. 50. 38. And 
Ezekiel, he declareth the Judgments upon Jeruſalem for thcir 
rebelling againſt God, how that they ſhould dic and be conſum- 
ed with Famine and Peſtilence, in Zzzk. 5,12. and likewiſe in 
Ezek, 6, you may ſee the Judgments upon Iſrael for their Idola- 
try, the Lord ſaith, he would Pour his Fu upon them, 4d they 
ſhall die by Petilence and Famine: And che Lord ſaith, he would 
Leave afew of the Fews that ſhould eſcape from the Peſtilence and Fa« 
mine, and that theſe Fews that eſcaped might declare their own Abonsi- 
nations among the Heathen, Ezek. 12. 16, and in 1ſa. 14. you 
may ſee how the Lord threatened the Aſſyrians with Famine and 
Peſtilence, This ſaith the Lord, becauſe of mine Houſe that ts waſt, 
yea, every Man runneth to his own houſe, therefore the Heaven over 
you is ſtayed from Dew, and the Earth is ſtayed from her Fruit ; and 
1 called for a draught upon the Land, and upon the Mountaines, and uf- 
on the Corn, and upon the New Wine, and upon the Oyl, and upon this 
which the ground bringeth forth, and upon Men, ad upon Cattel, av 
wpon all the Labour of their Hands, Hagg1i 1. 10, 11. 

Here you may ſce the rcaſon of the Fudgments of God, be- 
cauſe Pcople mind their own Houſes and Bulineſs, end Wills 


more then the Lords, _ 
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' And Cid not the Three Years Famine and Six Months come 
up0n the Children of Lirael, becauſe of their turning from the 
Lord, and kcbelling againſt his Law and Spirit in the days of 
wicked Ahab and Fezabel, who ſer up their Idolatry, and Per- 
ſecuted a:.d Killed the Lords People ? and did not che Lord 
th © -p Heaven, that they had no Rain nor Dew for Three 
Years and Six Months in the Land of Iſrael? as in Zuke 4. 25. 
I A725 17. 

And you may ſee in Rev. 18, what Plagues, and Famine, 
and Ju/gments the Lord pourcth upon the Falſe Church, Myſte- 
ry Babylon, the Great Whore, that hath Whored from the 
Spirit of Chriſt, and killed the Lords Prophets, and drunk the 
Blood of the Saints and Martyrs, who fat as a Queen; bur 
Plagues, and Judgments, and Famine, and Deſtruction is their 
cnd, with the Dragon, Beaſt, and Falſe Prophets, and their 
Followers. Andthercfore let all be warned that rebel againſt 
the Spiric of God, and ſo turn from the Lord into Sin and 
Wickedneſs, ſuch cannot expe to eſcape theſe Plagues and 
Tudgments that God and his Prephets, Chriſt and his Apoſtles, 
have pronounced againit them in the Holy Scriptures of Truth, 
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Concerning ſuch as overcome the Beaſt, and Dragon, -and 
Whore, and Falſe Prophet. 


Rev, b th Beaſt fhall overcome the Two Witneſſes of God, and kill 
E.7. them. Rev. 13.7. Andthe Beaſt (hall make war with 
the Saints, and overcome them, Rev. 17. 17. But the Lamb ſhall 
. overcome the Beaſt and his Followers.

Iſaac ſaid that when Eſau had broken Facobs Yoke from off his 
Neck, then Eſa» ſhould have the dominion, and this 1/aac ſpoke 
by Prophecy in Gey. 27. 40. and was fulfilled in Feborams days, 
2 Chron. 21. 4, 5, $. For then the Edomites made themſelves 
a King, and this Fehoram compelled F#44h to his Falſe Worſhip, 
and to forſake Gods Worſhip, 2.Chroy. 21. 11. 

David ſaith, O Lord wad my Life from the fear of the Enemy, + 
a#n4 hide me from the ſecret Council of the Wicked, and from the In- 
ſurrettion of the workers of Iniquity, who whet their Tongue like 4 
Sword, and bend their Bowes to ſhoot their Arrowes, evey bitter word;. 
Pſal, 64. 2, 3: - : 
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
